County Equalization 
Report Reviewed 


{By B. J. Fowler, Grayling Twp. Supervisor] 

This past week | have taken the time to review the 
Crawford County Equalization Report. it is quite 
apparent that unless the townships are successful in 
their appeal to the State fax Tribunal, property 
taxpayers in Grayling Township will be paying a much 
higher rate per thousand doliars of assessed value in 
1976. Millage rates have not been established at this 
time but assuming the tax rate remains the same as it 
was in 1975 this example will give you an idea of the 
amount of your tax dollar increase. 

1975—Assessed, 1,000: C.0.0.R., $1.20; School, 
$29.29: College. $1.60: County. $8.10: Twp.. $1.14; 
Total, $44.33. 

1976--- Assessed, 1,000; C.0.0.R.. $1.56: School.

$38.28; College. $2.09; County $10.59; Twp., $1.50:

Increase—C.0.0.R., .36; School, $8.99; College,

The law requires in certain cases that the millage 
rate be reduced as the state equalized value increases 
so that a comparable number of tax dollars are raised. 
In reviewing the types of millage in Grayling Township 
it appears this law would effect only about 4 mills that 
were Spread in 1975 so we can find very little relief from 
that area. 

From the above example you can see that even 
though your assessed value remains the same you may 
very well be paying $12.69 more in 1976 on every $1,000 
of assessed value than you did in 1975. Changing this

Counting 
Calories 


by Merrily Batdwin 
- Extension Home Economist 
Everyone of us knows that 
eating lots of food and accumu- 
lating extra pounds is no 


, guarantee of adequate nutrition. 


Many Americans are overfed but 
undernourished because their 
tastes run to empty-caloried 
junk. When a person with a 
taste for fattening foods at- 
{empis to lose weight by simply 
“outing "his her 
chances of nutritional defi- 
ciency are multiplied. But be- 
cause so many of us hate 
becoming calorie bookkeepers, 
it's important for us to under- 
stand that all calories are not 
alike and that to remain healthy, 
our calories must come from a 
wide variety of foods. 

Spending calories is like 
spending money. The shrewd 
manager knows all the bills 
must be paid before the frills 
can be bought. Some people 
live comfortably on a httle while 
others spend a great deal and 
still run into trouble. The latter 
person is our undernourished 
overweight. 

Those of us who want to lose 
weight are in the same boat as 
someone who has to live on a 
reduced incame for awhile. 

Protein, fat and carbohy- 
drates are the basic food ele- 
ments. A balanced diet needs 
ail three. [t's nearly impossible 
to emphasize one or eliminate 
one without causing an unwant- 
ed imbalance in another. So. it’s 
important to keep each of these 
three elements in a healthy 
balance and not simply cut out 
one whole tood type. 

A calorie is actually a mea- 
sure of heat or the fuel to power 
our bodies. If we consume more 
fuel than we can use up, the 
excess is stored as unsightly 
bulges. There are calories in all 
foods. There are roughly 4 
calories in cach gram of protein 
or carbohydrates, and 9 calories 
in every gram ot fat. We need to 
eat foods that are high in 
nutritional value but low in fuel 
value so the body is forced to 
use up excesses.

“Such an unbalanced presen- 
tation followed immediately by 
the voting surely had ‘an un- 
wholesome and unsettling’ ef- 
fect and tended to interfere with 
Inat sober and thoughttui cnoice 
which a free election is de- 
signed to reflect.” 

“The vote was not in reality 
secret,” 

“Clearly the balloting proce- 
dure does not meet the require- 
ments of a secret ballot.” 

“In my view, the procedure 
followed here could only have 
had a stifling effect on any 
employee inclined to oppose 
aftiliation.” 

Kelly stated that because a 
member of the NLRB has 
indicated his dissatisfaction 
with the UAW affiliation vote, it 
clearly will be in the best 
interest of all employees for the 
matter to be turned over to the 
courts for their thorough review 
and final determination. 

in Swanson’s statement, he

Two Michigan 
Men Fined In 
Eagle Killing 


A Burton, Mich. man charged 
in the November 19 shooting of 
a baid eagle near Lake City, was 
fined $5,000 and sentenced to 
six months in jail after pleading 
guilty before Judge Wendel A. 
Miles in U.S. District Court on 
May 3 in Grand Rapids. 

The defendant. Albert Dean 
Krage, was charged under the 
Bald Eagle Protection Act for 
the illegal kifling of an immature 
oaid eagle. Judge Miles sus- 
pended the six-month jail sen- 
tence and $3,500 of the fine, but 
he then placed Krage on two 
months arohation 

Codefendant William Robert 
Goadali of Midland, entered a 
plea of guilty to the charge of 
accessory after the fact and was 
fined $100 in the shooting death 
of the bald eagie. 

Spectal Agent John Peterson 
of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Pervice: Bay City. said a 


witness who heard a rifle shot in 


the vicinity where the offense 
was committed observed a truck 
in the area several hours after 
hearing the shot. He said the 
witness reported the vehicle's 
license number to wildlife au- 
thoriiics with a description of 
the suspects. An investigation 
led to an indictment of the 


suspects. 
Special Agent Peterson said 
the witness is eligible for 


potential rewards in the amount 
of $1.900. A provision of the 
Bald Eagle Act authorizes pay- 
ment of reward money to a 
witness. whose information 
leads to the arrest and con- 
viction of anyone killing a bald 
eagle. The act provides that a 
reward shall not exceed one half 
of the fine paid by a convicted 
eagle killer. 

In addition to ie govern- 
ment's reward offer, the Nation- 
al Wildlife Federation, Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs, and 
the National Audubon Society 
also offer rewards for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of suspects involved 
in eagle killings, The combined 
sum of reward monies is 
believed to be helpful in the 
conservation effort to identify 
eagie killers, the Fish and 


Wildlife Service said.

Kirtiand’s Warblers Returning to 
Michigan Bicentennial Welcome 


and then await the return of 
femate birds, says the ONR's 
John Byelich, wildlife biologist. 

The birds almost immediately 
pair off and mate, with young 
Kirtland's hatching by fate 
June. Then, by September, the 
entire population is ready again 
to fly southward for another 
stay in the Bahamas. 

Last fall, an estimated 1,200 
of the birds left Michigan for the 
winier montns. 

“Interestingly enough, most 
of the Kirtland's Warblers will 
have returned to the state by the 
end of Michigan Week (May 
15-22), and nearly all of this 
year's first nesting will have 
been hatched by the Fourth of 
July, when people will generally 
be involved with the Bicenten- 
nial celebration,” notes Byelich. 

The Kirtland's Warbler, an 
endangered species that nests 
only in a few counties in 
Michigan, was recently selected 
as Michigan's “Bicentennial 
Bird” by the State Legislature. 
Discovered in 1851, this bluish- 
gray, yellow-breasted songbird 
has probably always been a rare 
species due to its restricted 
range, exacting nesting habits, 
and high winter mortality rate 
(which annually takes an esti- 
mated 75 percent of the fall 
population). 

But, thanks to state and 
federal habitat improvement 
programs and thinning of the 
parasitic cowbird, Byelich says 
the Kirtland's Warbler has an 
optimistic future. As part of bis 
job as a DNR biologist, Byelich 
also serves as head of a 
seven-member endangered spe- 
cies recovery team, which has 
as one of its goals the stabili- 
zation of the Warbler’s popu- 
lation to about 1,000 nesting 
pairs - about double its latest 
census, but about the number 
recorded as late as 1961. 

In May, 1975, only 358 Kirt- 
land’s Warblers were countea 
by a 30-member team of diolo- 
gists and others who surveyed 


~ the bird’s prime nesting grounds 


in Crawtord, Oscoda, Roscom- 
mon and Ogemaw counties. 
Otsego, Montmorency, losco. 
Kaikaska, Weayfora and Clare 
counues are the only other 
areas where Warblers are known 
to have nested. 

“Last year's count was 12 pair 
more than in 1974, and |'m very 
hopeful that the census will 
show an increase again,” states 
Byelich. “|'m really convinced 
we're going to be able to bring 
this tittle hird back from the 
edge of extinction. !f we can, it 
will! be a human victory as much 
as a wildlife victory. And we can 
all use one of those once in 
awhile." 

Byelich places his trust in 
habitat improvement efforts by 
the DNR and both the U.S. 
Forest Service and the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. Included 
have been forest management 
projects, such as planned burn- 
ing of areas to create additional 
suitable jackpine cover, and 
trapping of cowbirds, which 
deposit their eggs in Warbler 
nests leaving hatching and 
rearing work to the Kirtland’s. 

“A year ago, the Kirtland's 
Warbler apparently was not 
what one could call the center 
of attention in many people's 
conversation, but I'm not so 
sure about that anymore,” says 


have shown an interest in the 
dird in the iasi few monihs, so 
much so that public contribu- 
tions have exceeded $20,000 in 
the first year of the DNR's 
‘Living Resources’ program, in 
which the Warbler has been the 
featured species. 

“That money was raised by 
the selling of paicnes, decais 
and posters, with contributions 
earmarked for research and 
habitat improvement of non- 
game wild animais and certain 
plant species,” continues Bye- 
lich. “The public has reaily 
given this program greal sup- 
port, and it’s just amazing how 
much interest and sympathy the 
project has generated.” 

And by the Fourth of July, 
during America’s 200th birthday 
year, most of the 1976 brood 
will just be starting to hop out 
of their “parent's” ground-level 
nests in jack pines. The young 
will spend the first two weeks 
out of the nest in the under- 
growth and ‘ower branches of 
the trees, being fed a diet of 
insects and some ripened blue- 
berries. 

By the third week, they will 
begin to gather most of their 
own food, and by the fifth week, 
parental feeding will cease. 
Recent research has shown that 
up to 25 percent of Warblers will 
nest one more time after they 
have reared their first brood.

Picnic Pointers 
By Marrily Baldwin, Extension Home Economist 

Toting food is a ticklish business. Whether it's for one day's 
visit to thé beach or a three-week trek through the Upper Peninsula, 
planning, packing, and preparing food out-of-doors requires skill 
and care. : 

Keep food hot or cold or don't keep it at all. The-risky 
temperatures for storage of food for 2 hours or more are trom 40 
degrees F., and 140 degrees F. 

To provide a quick check on just how cold that cooler is, place 
a thermometer inside. When the thermometer indicates a 
temperature of 40 or over, it's time to add ice or other coolant. 
Keeping in mind that heat rises, place that Ihermometer as near the 
top of the cooler as possible. 

Take as many dry foods as oossible. limiting the perishables. 
Be particularly wary of foods containing milk, cream or eggs. 

Use the provided firepit or grill. It preserves the spirit of the 
cookout. 

Pack ice or coolants at ihe top of the cooler {it's the “heat 
rises” fact again). 

Plan one-dish meals. it saves on utensils and dishes. 

Before re-using utensils, wash them in soapy water. Bacteria 
are only too-happy to transfer from the chicken juices left on the 
cutting board to the barbecued chicken placed on the same board 
for delivery to the table. : 

Keep soap and water handy near the food preparation center 
for frequent washing. Most ourdoor cookery is done in stages. 
Interspersed with short games of softball, sweeping out the 
camper, Of pushing your youngest on the swing. So, after every Gne 
of these other activities, wash again before continuing with meal 
preparation. c 

Rule of thumb for outdoor cookery: Be twice as careful about 
cleanliness, coldness and hotness of food, and length of storage 
time as you are at home in your own kitchen.

“Miss Dig” 


Before they begin excava- 
tions, contractors in the North- 
ern Michigan area call “Miss 
Dig,” a statewide utility clear- 
inghouse that prevents excava- 
tion accidents. 

So successful has been the 
“Miss Dig” program in Northern 
Michigan and elsewhere in 
Michigan that a national sym- 
posium on one-cali excavaiiun 
notification systems will be 
held June 7-8 at the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel in Dearborn, 
with a highlignt of the meeting 
to be a tour of the “Miss Dig” 
Communication Center at Royal 
Qak. Symposium sponsors are 
the American Public Works 
Association and the American 
Gas Association. 

The “Miss Dig” control center 
in a Consumers Power Com- 
pany building in Royal Oak has 
acomputerized communications 
system that processes infor- 
mation phoned in to the “Miss 
Dig" telephone number (800- 
482-7171) and notifies partici- 
pating utilities where contrac- 
tors or individuals plan to ex- 
cavate. Utilities then mark the 
location of underground facili- 
lies. 

More than a quarter of a 
million calls have been received 
at the center since the program 
began in 1970, with substantial 
reduction in excavation acci- 
dents to utility lines. 

Bob D. Hilty, Division Mana- 
ger for the Northwest Division 
of Consumers Power, said that 
local contractors and other per- 
sons who plan to dig or drill 
with power equipment or blast 
with explosives are required by 
Public Act 53 to notify utilities 
48 hours or two working days 
before excavation begins. 

“The cooperation of contrac- 
tors in the Northern Michigan 
area is one of the factors ihat 
has made ‘Miss Dig’ so suc- 
cessful and has led to our 
center in Royal Oak being the 
host for the national meeting in 
June,” Hilly said.

Does anyone else care? 


The newspaper article said Dr 
Joseph Denniston had resigned as 
superintendent of Oakdale Center, 
Michigan's largest mental institution, 
because of poor heaith. 

“That's a lot of bull,” 
myself. 

So! asked the doctor. He admitted it 
was 50% bull. 

His health could be better. But half 
of the reason he quit is because he's fed 
up and frustrated with the leadership 
and philosophy of a Mental Health Dept 
which does not have “a sincere concern 
for citizens confronted with problems of 
mental illness or mental! retardation.” 

Dr Denniston said the staie’s mental 
patients are “belittled, humiliated and 
degraded" by crummy facilities and 
Jousy administration from the depart- 
ment’s top executives in Lansing. He 
was slow to name names, but there is 
no question that most of his criticism 
was aimed at Or Don Smith, a pedia- 
trician who has headed the Mental 
Health Dept since June of 1974. 

Recent horror stories in the head- 
lines described the neglect of patients 
in private nursing homes. Allegedly 
untended patients have drowned in 
bathtubs, or fallen from windows, or 
been beaten to death. One of the 
reasons the nursing home business is 
booming these days is because so 
many mental patients are being dis- 
charged from state mental institutions 
and “released into the community.” 
They still need constant care and some 
of them are not getting it in nursing 
homes where the bookkeeping gets 
more attention than the patients. 
Usually, taxpayers pick up the tab. 

It was a year ago that Dr Denniston 
told me ton many retarded nersons were 
being forced out of public hospitals 
before they were ready, and before the 
community was ready to give them 
proper care. “I'm afraid an injustice is 
being done the patient in some cases,” 
he said. 

Last week the doctor was specific 
about who is ta blame for these 
injustices. “The decisions as to which 
patients should be released are made by 
the central office. They should be made 
by the institution which is caring for the 
patient,” he said. 

The premature release af mental 
patients is only one of Dr Denniston’s 
complaints against the hierarchy of the 
Mental Health Dept. But all of his gripes 
run along the same theme: Dr Smith and 
other top level management ignore the 
opinions of their employees “on the 
battle lines” who deal directly with the 
mental patients. So the most important 
decisions are made by the most 
ignorant executives. 

Dr Denniston admits he has “a 
reputation for being quite outspoken.”

His big problem is that he really gives a 
damn about mentally ill and retarded 
persons. If you givea damn, you should 
listen to what he is outspoken about. 

His credentials are impressive. 
Before coming to Michigan, he was 
superintendent of state mental hospi- 
tals in Tennessee, Delaware and 
Indiana. He was asst director of the 
Mich Dept of Mental Health and chief of 
state hospitals in Garo and Kalamazoc. 
He has been ung Oakdale, formerly 
the Lapeer State Home, for the past 
year. But now, after a long career in the 
mental health field,. the 61-year-old 
doctor is chucking it to take a paper job 
with the State Dept of Education. 

The source of Dr Denniston's dis- 
content is underlined by what he says 
about the man Dr Smith replaced as 
chief of the Mental Health Dept. FE. 
Gordon Yudastixin used to have the job. 
“Yudashkin was in constant touch with 
the superintendents. You could talk to 
him. He gave you an answer,” Dr 
Denniston said. 

Obviously, he feels the opposite is 
true of Dr Smith who is aware of Dr 
Denniston’s charges. So far he has not 
publicly responded. 

“People handicapped by mental 
disabilities are noi mere social security 
numbers, nor are they inanimate 
objects to be dealt with through a 
variety of electronic computers, data 
banks or calculators,” Dr Denniston 
said. “Leadership of philosophy within 
any mental health system which 
demands that its ciienis meet the 
criteria of the system rather than the 
system meeting the criteria or needs of 
the client is universaliy ineffective. 
Unless a mental health system is 
dedicated completely to serving the 
needs of its clients, it should not be 
allowed to continue in existence.”

Dr Denniston added that “disor- 
ganization, confusion and bewilder- 
ment at the top level” causes poor 
morale among lower level employees. 

Last week the Glinton Valley mental 
health center at Pontiac lost its 
accreditation. It was cited by a hospital 
commission for various violations. such 
as unsanitary conditions and under- 
staffing. State Sen Joseph Snyder (D-St 
Clair Shores) immediately said condi- 


tions are worse at Oakdale. | asked Dr 
Denniston if he agreed. 
“Certainly | agree,” he said. But 


Oakdale doesn’t have to worry about 
losing accreditation. It never had any. 
“Oakdale doesn't qualify ... it doesn’t 
meet any standards. No one would ever 
accredit it.” 

Which is just dandy for the 1,500 
patients at Oakdale. Dr Denniston, who 
gives a damn, has quit in frustration. 
Does anyone eise give adamn? Tt

Daniel Boone wasn't planning 
to go any farther than the Lower 
Blue Licks in northern Kentucky 
to make salt when he set out 
witn about 30 other froniiers- 
men in January of 1778. But 
before he returned to nearby 
Boonesborough six months fa- 
ter, he had ventured as far as 
Detroit. 

Tiree Men hag teen sent 
back to the settlements with 
loads of salt when a party of 
approximately 80 indians led by 
two Frenchmen from Detroit 
surprised and captured the Ken- 
tuckians who were still at Blue 
Licks on February 7. Since at 
that time there were only 102 
men at Kentucky's three per- 
manent settlements — Harrods- 
burg, Booneshorough and Lo- 
gan's Fort — the loss of more 
than a quarter of them was a 
crippling one. Fortunately for 
the Kentuckians, the French- 
men were unable to convince 
the Indians to press their ad- 
vantage by making an im- 
mediate assault on the settle- 
ments. 

Instead, they returned north- 
ward, stopping at the Shawnee 
stronghold of Old Chillicothe 
and then traveling on to the 
British fort at Detroit. Boone 
reported that he and 10 of the 
others “were conducted by 40 
Indians to Detroit where we 
arrived on the 30th day and were 
treated by Governor Hamilton, 
the British commander of that 
post, with great humanity.” 

The Indians also treated the 
frontier hero kindly during the 
“their affection for me was so 
great that they utterly refused to 
leave me there with the others 
although the governor offered 
them 100 pounds sterling for 
me, ON purpose to give me a 
parole to go home.” Boone said 
he turned down generous offers 
of supplies trom other British 
men at Detroit because ‘| never 
expected it would be in my 
power to recompense such un- 
merited generosity.” 

When the Indians returned to 
Olid Chillicothe, they took 
Boone with them and he was 
adopted by one of the Shawnee 
tamilies. He had won the 
admiration and trust of the tribe 
by June when he Saw a party of 
450 warriors preparing to leave 
for an assault on Boonesbor- 
ough. On the morning of the 
16th he slipped away from the 
village and started off through 
the woods to warn his friends of 
the impending attack. Boone 
covered the 160 miles to 
Boonesborough in four days 
and ate only one meal on the 
journey. He found the fort 
unprepared for an attack when 
he arrived on the 20th and he 
helped the men of the seltle- 
ment to “repair its flanks, 
strengthen its gates and post- 
ers, and to form double bas- 
tions, all of which was com- 
pleted in 10 days.

demanded, the leader of the 
settlement obtained a delay of 
two days to consider it and used 
that time to get the horses and 
Caitie inte the fori. 

DeQuindie then invited those 
within the fort to send out nine 
men to discuss a treaty. Boone 
accepted the proposal but was 
suspicious and stipulaied that 
the talks tako place within 50 
yards of the fort. After the 
discussion, the Indians tried to 
grab the nine Kentuckians who 
broke away and ran to the 
stockade under heavy fire which 
wounded one of therm. 

A nine-day siege of the fort 
was immediately launched, and 
during that time the Indians 
kept up an intensive rifle bar- 
rage, threw torches against the 
wooden structures. and attemp- 
ted to undermine the walls of 
the stackade by diverting water 
trom the nearby river. 

Two of the defenders were 
killed and four wounded during 
the siege. After the Indians and 
Frenchmen had withdrawn, 125 
pounds of bullets were picked 
up from the ground around the 
fort and there were many more 
imbedded in the walls.
